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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9 are currently pending in the instant application. Claims 7-9 are 
withdrawn from consideration as being for non-elected subject matter. Claim 10 is 
cancelled. 

Response to Restriction 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, Claims 1-6 in the response filed 
August 30, 2004 is acknowledged. Therefore, the restriction requirement mailed on 8-9- 
2004 is proper and maintained. Applicant argues that the prior art used was incorrect 
because it teaches a saturated non-aromatic compound not an unsaturated aromatic 
compound. Applicant requests Examiner allow claims 1-6 and rejoinder of claims 1-9. 

Applicants' argument was found persuasive. Therefore, the Claim Rejections - 
35 use § 103 Rejection in the previous Office Action is withdrawn. In regards to the 
request for rejoinder, as stated in the restriction requirement, rejoinder will be permitted 
when a product claim is found allowable and then the withdrawn process claims which 
depend from or othenwise include all the limitations of an allowed product claim will be 
rejoined.
